Havana, Jan. 19. — The gunboats 
CmitiQda and Bel»qipago left Manzoillo 
on the night of Jan. 16 vrith. the.ob^t 
of going up the river Oantb to Fort 
Gnamo, in compliance with the ordcrp 
of General Bosch. At 10 o'clQcJIf on the 
morning ot Jan. IT both g^pboatt ,\vere 
near Mango landing, when an entlo^^ 
of a torpedo whloh had been well placed 
in the river sank tlw Relampago. Thof$e 
of the crew who enrvived swam toward 
Bbore^ but were flrod on from the banks. 
At this crifioal moment a boat was 
launched from the Oentinela, which res- 
cued the men in the water. In view of 
the instructions an(^, the fact that the 
commander of the Oentinela nud ne.nrly 
all of the crews of both gnulxMits had 
been seriously wounded, the expedition 
had to returu to Manzanillo. 

Senor Martinez of the Relampajfo was 
•eriously wounded in the explosion as 
well as Assistant Engineer ,)aot)bi Dnis; 
the gunner, Fransico Martinez, and 
Beamen Vicente (iencr, Juan ('aiiibello 
and Felix Diaz, while Paymaster An- 
tero, Chief OfTicer Mnstjuero, KnRineer 
Pazadela and also the pilot and fonr 
otliers were slightly wounded. Six of 
tlie officers and crew were killed out- 
right and all of the rest received 
wounds of more or lew neverity. , 

On the jnmboat Oentinela the com 
mander, Senor Puerto, was seriously 
wounded, while of the crew one wa« 
killed and Corporal Manoel Oabanas; 
the pilot, Dnran ; Aasifctant Engineer 
Martinez, and «ix of the cstm were 
wounded.

Washixoton, Jan. 10.— The senate 
yesterday voted to take up the Nicara- 
gua canal bill. This gives the measnns 
the imrhameutaty advantage of being 
the unfinished haatness ot the senate, so 
that it will be ooosidersd fromdutp 
day until final action is secured. The 
prospect is that a final vote will be 
reached at an eorly day, and tlio test 
votp yesterday on taking up this bill 
yeas 86, nays 14, foreshadowed its pas 
saKe. 

Senator Morgan of Alabama opened 
the debate with a lengthy spcccli iu 
favor of the measure. He said he de- 
sired action before the senate took up 
the new Anglo-American treaty of arbi- 
tration. This covered certain "differ- 
ences," and Mr. Morgan said it should 
be dett'rmined whether American con- 
trol of the Nicaraguan canal, or the up 
holding of the Monroe d«x trine, was to 
be included among the differences to be 
submitted to arbitration. 

The canal bill provides for an issue of 
$100,000,000 of maritime canal company 
stock, of which the secretary pf the 
treasury, in behalf of the United States, 
is to subscribe for $70,000,000 worth, of 
shares. The company is to issue bonds 
up to $100,000,000. these to be guaran- 
teed by the United States. The boUd- 
iag and control of the canal are given to 
American engineers and a board of 11 
direoton; of whom five are to be ap- 
l>ointed by the president. It is snbstsn* 
tially the measore passed by the senate 
in the last congress."

It was 
to tide over these affaiis that Cashier 
Youtsey botxowed the money.

LIKE A MURDER. 



Fnr .^liiiiiil'nctiirer Suddenly 
l>lfH uf Heart Ulsenae. 

New Yokk, Jan. la-rJoseph Bloch, 
a wealthy fur manufacturer of Wil< 
liarasburg, died yesterday afternoon 

under cir uinstances tlmt for a time led 
to the belief tlia.' he had lieen iiuudered. 
It appvain that a crowd a limi'ln d luen 
or more h.-wl gathered in front t<f liloch 
& Hirseli's factory seeking work, and 
were creating a distnrbance. 

Mr. Bloch went oat to disperse the 
crowd and a scene of oonfnsion fol- 
lowed. Almost immediately BUkIi 
stagcerrd back into the office with his 
hands pressed to a bleeding wonnd in 
his head and fell niiconsrions. A 
wound had been made in his skull, as 
though someone had struck him a blow 
with a heavy instrument. He died in 
an ambulance while being taken to a 
hospital. 

An autopsy last night was held and 
the discovery made. that dejitli was due 
to heart disease, aggravated by excite- 
ment. Tt seems tliat Bloch had hecomt^ 
involved in a (itiarrel with the men out- 
side the office and had been struck, but 
tlie wound was not of itself fatal.

After the recording of the votes, which 
are given orally, the procurators , medt 
in another room, and the suooessfnl 
oaudidato is ho who has a majority 
of nations. If the nations are equally 
divided, the winner is ho who h:i.s the 
numerical majority of votes. — London

A nird of the Far North. 

During Dr. Nansen' long voyage into

The adiniinstralion i.s determined that 
Peru sliall pay the claim for $^00,0()0 
growing out of tlie outniKC eommitfed 
in 1885 upon V. H. McCord, a consular 
agent of the United States. A cable 
dispatch has Just been sent to Mr. Mao- 
keuEie, the United States miaister sta- 
tioned at Lima, directing him to inform 
the Peruvian government that the case 
mu.st be settled witliout delay. A com- 
munication reeeived from minister 
n few (lays ago anitonuci'd that Pf-m de- 
pired time in which to investigate the 
facts in the ease. Secretary Olnev at 
once advised Mr. Mackenzie that Peru 
liad had more than 11 years to coiidncr 
an investigation, and that this timu was 
qniti; sulfiuient.
